It was in the month of November, that 
Lewis, accompanied by Mr. Henry To- 
land, again called on me. Lewis slated 
that the president had ascertained that 
Mr. Girard was a large claimant under 
the Danish treaty ; and that it would be a 
necessary preliminary, that I shouhl re¬ 
sign my station I held in his banking 
house, prior to the nomination, which he 
had resolved to send in as soon as the 
senate assembled. Aware of the deceit¬ 
ful and treacherous character of Lewis, 
and satisfied front experience, that his 
veracity was as little to be depenilcd up¬ 
on as that of his employers, whose exal¬ 
ted station alone gave them superior 
I claims to faith; I addressed the president 
on this subject, stating the delicate nature 
of such a proceeding, and the ilangcr of 
a rejection by the Senate. His reply 
would have been deemed fully satisfac¬ 
tory, by the most suspicious and skeptical 
mind. He urged the resignation imme¬ 
diately, and lulled all apprehension, by 
the assurance that a rejection by the sen¬ 
ate was not likely to occur—an assurance 
which I have since learned lo believe, was 
made to betray me into their power, tie- 
pendent and helpless; so reduced as to 
compel me to surrender at discretion to 
any terms they might think proper to dic¬ 
tate. Several letters of the same tenor 
were received, before I consented to a 
resignation; and then Ihe deciding mo¬ 
tive was a reliance on the honor of the 
president, that he would feel himself 
bound to render a spontaneous indemnity 
pn the event of miscarriage and defeat.

Governor, and so great a propor¬ 
tion of the members of the legislature, as 
to send their senator to Congress. Iti 
November of the same year, also, their 
electoral ticket for President ofthe Uni¬ 
ted A’lates obtained a majorityof between 
seven ai>d eight thousand. In 1S2‘3, the 
friends of Jackson elected ten of the 
twelve members ol Congress from Ken¬ 
tucky, and both the Senators. “It is ad¬ 
mitted,” says Ihe committee, “that two of 
the members elected as Jackson men, 
left the ranks ol the party sometime af¬ 
terwards, and it would afl'ord no cause of 
surprise to us, if some now elected as 
Jackson men should also leave the par¬ 
ly.” In 1830, the elections were influen¬ 
ced in a measure by tne choice that was 
to be made of another Senator to Con¬ 
gress, and so equally were the parties 
divided in the legislature after they had 
taken place, that no Senator could be e- 
lected. The question, therefore, was re¬ 
ferred lo the people, and they have just 
decided it in lavor of the National Re¬ 
publican party, by giving theiaa major¬ 
ity in the new legislature which will ena¬ 
ble them to carry tlieir senatorial candi¬ 
date. If this vote for members of the
